ningham, president o f the U. S. Grain 
Gro wers Sales Co mpany, in his talk 
befo re the annual meeting. 
“Yo u’ll

With just such direct frankness 
Mr. Cunningham o utlined the grain 
marketing situatio n fro m the smash- 
up o f last spring do wn to the time 
when the Farm Bureau to o k o ver the 
wrecked machinery.

Fruit grower.s in Washington and 
Oregon are try’ing out a new’ methoii 
of spraying. 
Pipe lines are run thru 
the orchard, and instead of hauling 
the spray machine through the mud 
or up and down hills, a hose is simply 
attached to connections here and there 
and a constant flow of m aterial is 
obtained under higher pressure than 
is possible with many spraying out­ 
fits. 
Several men can work a t the 
same time, and thus the work can be 
facilitated. 
One grow’er invested $1,000 in his 
system and sprayed seven acres suc­ 
cessfully, but believes the same equip­ 
ment will take care of twenty-five 
acres with very little ex tra cost. 
The pipe lines are laid 16 to 18 dog. 
inches under-ground, midw^ay betw’een '

Artificial Silk 


Be cause of the high cost of silk, 
many attem pts have been mode to find 
substitutes for it. 
Spiderwebs and 
other filaments spun by the moths 
have been tried unsuccessfully. 
Tile m anufacture of artificial silk Is 
the outgrowth of the suggestion of the 
French naturalist, Reamur, in 1734. 
Ile said that since silk was what he 
described as a naturally hardened 
gum, it should he possible to produce 
silk artificially from resins or sim ilar 
m aterial by forcing it through minute 
openings and drying the filaments. The 
most successful silk Is the Chardon- 
net. so-called from the man who suc­ 
ceeded in making it. 
This silk is 
made from a preparation of nitro-cel- 
lulose, made by steeping celHilose in 
nitric and sulphuric acids and dissolv­ 
ing tile latter in a m ixture of equal 
parts of alcohol and ether. This collo­ 
dion solution is then forced through 
very fine capillary 'ubes from which it 
comes in threads. 
These threads are 
then dried. 
As the product is highly 
explosive as it comes from the tubes 
it is denitrified before being spun into 
yam . 
Tile cellulose generally used in mnk- 
| ing artificial silk is cotton of the very 
; best quality obtainable. 
Differences 
I In luster between silk and cotton are 
due to differences in 
the physical 
| structure rather than chemical cotn- 
! position. 
By the addition of alkali 
| and a change In tension, the surface 
of the cotton fiber may be altered so 
that It becomes lustrous and will re­ 
flect 
light. 
Mercerized 
cotton 
Is 
made in the way just described. Arti­ 
ficial silk is made in a like manner, 
with the exception that the cellulose 
solution is forced through finer open­ 
ings thus producing fibers of greater 
length and fineness, more closely re­ 
sembling silk than mercerized cotton.

j successful as those of tin cellulose.

A fter the posts are seasoned they 
are ready for impregnation with creo­ 
sote. 
The double-tank method con­ 
sists of heating about three feet of the 
butt ends of the posts in creosote at 
220 degrees F. for about two hours, 
then quickly transferring to a tank of 
creosote at IOO degrees F. for one or 
two hours. 
It may be desirable to 
treat the entire post in the second 
tank, 
in the hot bath the air In the 
wood expands and the moisture vapor­ 
izes so that both are partially driven 
out. 
When the posts are submerged 
in the cooler oil, the air and moisture 
contract and draw the oil into the 
wood. 
This 
effect 
may 
also 
be 
achieved by the single-tank method, 
which consists of heating the posts in 
creosote for about two hours at 220 
degrees F. and then allowing the wood 
and oil to cool together for about 
three hours. 
The objection to this 
method is that more time is required 
for treatm ent. 
The creosote is teated by a fire un­ 
der the oil tank, or by coils of steam 
pipe placed iii the bottom of the re­ 
ceptacle. 
Care should be taken that 
the flame does not ignite the creosote 
as It will burn readily. 
The cost of treatm ent ranges be­ 
tween 8 and 13 cents per post, de­ 
pending on the amount of oil used, the 
cost of the oil und the equipment 
available.

A sample of Pulaski county soil was 
brought into the laboratory of Dr. C. G. 
Hopkins at the University of Illinois in 
1902, which was so low in nitrogen 
th at it was jokingly referred to as a 
nitrogen-free soil. 
This seemed very 
good material to test out the value of 
legumes for nitrogen fixation. A series 
of greenhouse experiments was thus 
started to study this problem, and the 
tw entieth crop was harvested tills year. 
W heat was grown continuously (one 
crop per year) on the whole series and, 
on certain plots, cowpeas were grown 
as catch crop and returned to the soil 
for the following wheat crop. 
Oats 
were substituted in 1907 and 1915, so 
that only eighteen wheat yields are 
available.

The supply of tim ber which fur­ 
nishes durable fen^-post m aterial is 
becoming more Un 
each year. Red 
cedar, black lo' 
cypress, osage 
orange and wilt* 
reserves are al­ 
most exhausted; m ere are, however, 
good supplies of willow, cottonwood, 
soft maple, pine and red oak timber. 
The latter species do not make dur­ 
able posts unless treated with a pre­ 
servative. 
A thorough impregnation 
with creosote will ncrease the life of 
these nondurable posts to five or six 
times their average length of service. 
Tile treated posts will last twenty to 
twenty-five 
years, 
while 
untreated. 
they will last only three to six .roars. 
Round posts four or five inches In 
diam eter at the top are the most de­ 
sirable for treatm ent. 
In preparing 
the posts for treatm ent the Inner hark 
as well 
as the rough 
outer bark 
should he removed. 
The posts should 
he seasoned for four or more weeks 
by piling them where the sun and 
wind can strike the pile. 


(2) Other data, not included here, 
obtained from tile use of dried blood, 
indicate that nitrogen is the limiting 
element In this soil. 
The benefit of 
tile legume is doubtless largely due to 
its ability to furnish nitrogen. 
(3) Phosphorus and potassium have 
given satisfactory returns only when 
the other limiting element has been 
supplied. 
This does not infer that the cowpea 
is the best legume to use as a catch 
crop, hut serves only to point out the 
benefit that may result from the use 
of legumes in this way.

Successful live-stock production in­ 
cludes the careful selection of stock 
for the purpose in view both in regard 
to tile kind and number of . nimals.

FARMERS’ I 


Better Business in Rural Or­ 
ganization, Basic Princi­ 
ple, Says Plunkett 


Sir Horace Plunkett, Ireland’s world 
famous co-operative leader and an 
American ranch-holder, was a visitor 
to the general headquarters of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
recently, seeking information of value 
to the Irish Free State in reorganiz­ 
ing its agriculture. The ex change of 
views and ex periences b etween Sir 
Horace Plunkett and the officials of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion resulted in the development of 
the fundamental fact that in order to 
endure agriculture must b e organized 
(1) as an indu.stry, for more efficient 
production, (2)< as a b usiness, for 
marketing control, and (3) as a life. 
fo r b etter social conditions. 
Speak­ 
ing out of the b road range of his ex ­ 
perience in Ireland, Sir Horace Plun­ 
kett said: 
“.Since the industrial revolution in 
Great Britain, cau-ed b y the coining 
of machinery into the factory, the 
city has had the call. England adopt­ 
ed a policy of industrial development 
at })ome and commeicial ex pansion 
ab roaii. This changetl country life in 
Die British Isles in a fundamental 
fa.shion. Tlie opening up of America’s 
cheap lands and cheap transportation 
b rought cheap foot! to Europe and 
made it impossililc to' continue farm­ 
ing in Ireland on a profitab le b asis. 
•‘All of our European farmers wete 
affiected b y the nesv competition. The 
progressive farmers saw that they 
would have to re-organize completely, 
helped somewhat b y the state, b ut 
mostly through self-helf. 
The con­ 
tinental 
governments 
looked 
after 
their farmers b ecause they appreciat­ 
ed that the farmer made the b est 
warrior. 
Comb ination b y Necessity 
“Our farmers soon determine« ! that 
comb ination would help them. 
But 
they found that they must b ase their 
comb ine on co-operation and not on 


The familiar joint-stock or capitalistic 
plan which was primarily adapted to 
city development. 
At first, the poli­ 
ticians did not like the idea and they 
nearly convinced our farmers that 
they should ab andon self-help and let 
the government do it for them.

'dry summer my pickle crop would 
have b een as good, if not b etter than 
the year b efore. 
Just the same I 
cleare« ! a nice little sum of money for 
all my work, and the crop did justice 
to the Cook County school-home pro­ 
ject sign b oard, which I had placed 
on the road-sitle. 


x SEVEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
WORTH OF LEGUME SEED 
Cook County Farmers are getting 
the legume fever. It’s a welcome 
change from the flumonia from which 
they have b een suffering. 
On the 
siding at Arlington Heights, Monday, 
Feb . 19 , a full carload of legume seed 
$7,000 worth, 55,000 lb s., was unload­ 
ed. 
The chances are that atiditional 
seed will have to b e ordere« ! for one 
farmer, Roy Dob b ins, who manages 
the Pearsons’ Farms, hauled away 4,- 
000 lb s. of seed, mostly soy b eans. 
Both Mr. Pearsons and Mr. Dob b ins 
are soy b ean fans. 
They are going 
to try them out on a b ig scale. The 
fifty b ushels of seed they b ought will 
b e planted alone to produce soy b eans 
for feeding purposes. 
Many other 
farmers will use them for dropping in 
with silage corn to improve the quan­ 
tity of the silage. 
Incidentally* the 
soy b eans are costing Farm Bureau 
memb ers $2.50 a b ushel or a dollar 
b elow pre.sent « juotations. 
A thousand 
pounds of certified 
Grimm Alfalfa seed from the Black 
Foot Valley of Idaho, is in the lot. 
It is in the original b ags with the 
growers’ seals still on it. Cook Coun­ 
ty farmers have b een paying 20 cents 
a >pound ex tra for the name Grimm 
on their alfalfa seed. 
Some of them 
feel that is ab out all the Grimm they 
have received. The seale« ! b ags froni 
the largest Grimm Alfalfa Growers 
Association in the world are proof 
that they are getting genuine seed. 
Clover seed, red, white and sweet, 
is b eing dis^ib uted out of the car 
too. Sweet clover is another crop that 
the Farm Bureau introduced a few 
yea rs a g o . 
This year 10,000 lb s. of 
the seed will b e sown in Cook County. 
“Y'ou. can’t organize the farmers. They 
won’t stick together” is the cry of the 
man who generally finds it to his ad­ 
vantage to keep the farmers disor­ 
ganized. “You can organize them and 
they will stick together as long as you 
make it profitab le for them to do 


9 0,” say the Farm Bureau.

For ab out five years 1 have had pro­ 
jects, varying each year. For instance 
i have had b usine.ss, wage, poultry 
an« l garden. 
I have made a success 
of all of them, b ut never have I done 


9 0 well a.s I did in the summer of 
19 22. 
Before 1 had always us€ « i my fa­ 
ther’s garden up to last year. 
Then 
a frieml of my fathers moved to a 
place that had a large garden space. 
He could not use it all, so he told 
my father that I could use it for my 
project. 
I accepted thi.s gladly b e­ 
cause that garden had a fine reputa­ 
tion. A farmer, who was one of the 
school directors plowed it for $2.00, 
doing it cheap b ecause it was my 
school project. 
One night a f t^ school 1 set to work 
on my garden, and b eginning on the 
north side, I planted one row of cu­ 
cumb ers, ten rows of tomatoes, eight 
rows of b eans, ten rows of corn, four 
rows of onions, one row of radishes 
anti one row of cab b age. 
1 was very 
careful to fix the soil right b ecause 
1 wanted a goo« l crop. 
Every night 
I would care for my garden and look 
over the plants, and would put in 
new tomato plant.'« where others ha« l 
died. 
After they had a fairly gootl start 
I di« l not do anything to them; I just 
waitiHl for the harvest. 
My tomatoes 
were not early ones, b ut they were 
large, on the average they were ab out 
four poumls each. But I di« i get so me 
that were smaller and .<ome that were 
larger. 
One of them weighe« ! nine 
pounds, b ut it wa.«« not perfect, b eing 
knotty ami rough. 
My com also di« l 
fine and so <ii«l my b eans, b ut my cu­ 
cumb ers am! radLhes « lid not do very 
goo« i. 
I did not have any troub le selling 
my protlucts, in fact I ha« l troub le sup­ 
plying the people. 
My cdrn and to­ 
matoes were the ones which they 
wantetl mostly. 
One fef my custom­ 
ers had a visitor who had travele« ! 
around the world. 
She had .some of 
my tomatoes for dinner, and |ie said 
he hail never seen or hear« l of any 
of that size. 
Altogether I matle $57.36. 
I hope 
to make more nex t year, b ecause that 
man has given me the whole of the 
gaitlen.

Owing to the epidemic of measles 
and influenza, it was found adviseab le 
Monday to close the school for the re­ 
mainder of the week. The attendance 
taken that day gave b ut four of the 
prim ary room present and less than 
half of the upper grades . 
The present epidemic of measles is 
the worst that ever swept through 
this community . 
More than thirty 
homes were quarantined. 
This ex ­ 
perience 
should 
prove 
a 
valuab le 
teacher. 
Last y ear at the onset of a 
threatened scarlet fever epidemic, the 
school b oard in connection with the 
village b oard took immediate action. 
Schools were closed and children con­ 
fined to ^heir 
immediate premises. 
With the ex ception of two sporadic 
cases later, no 
more 
scarlet 
fever 
cases were reported. 
Bey ond a doub t 
the strict quarantine prevented the 
spread of the disease. 
In this in­ 
stance, the delay of closing gave time 
for further ex posure and many chil- 
drene were afflicted that might have 
b een spared. 
The time of thinking that these so- 
called Children’s diseases are things 
of no moment is past and epidemics 
do not come thru the air. 
Infectious 
diseases are spread thru contact and 
the sooner these contacts are not per­ 
mitted, the sooner such epidemics as 
Glenview’s families are now em erging 
from will b e ended. 
Measles and whooping cough should 
not b e lightly considered. 
They are 
treacherous ami ex tremely deb ilitat­ 
ing to children’s constitutions and the 1 
children should b e protected. 
Health Commissioner Haut 
with 
the aid of the teachers did all that 
was possib le to curb the spread of the 
measles ,b ut help must come from the 
homes. Word has gone out from Miss 
Norton that those with coughs should 
b e ex cluded from the school upon its 
opening. That is wise, b ecause whoop­ 
ing cough is with us also and an epi­ 
demic of influenza, b oth of which are 
infectious. 
If we would have our school up to 
normal attendance let us look to these 
seemingly tririal desires and never 
seemingly trivial diseases and never 
present sweep through our schools 
so depleting the attendance.
